DOCUMENTARY EVIDENCE PxXRTAINING TO 
THESE GENTLEMEN. 
| Spectat Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Mriwavxes, Wis., Deo. 1.—What bas been 
dug up here relative to Supervisor Munn's con- 
nection with the Milwaukee Whisky Ring will 
be laid before the Grand Jury, aud the evideuce 
againet him is so everwhelming that there can 
be no doubt but that he will be indicted here 
also. The first official implicated when light- 
ning struck here and every distillery and recti- 
fying establishment in Milwaukee was seized 
for running the crooked, was Munn. Every- 
where were found the evidences of his exten jing 
his official protection to the Ring; of intelli- 
gence of information in the possession of the 
revenue Officials being communicated to the 
Whisky Ring by or through him; of 
his suppression of testimony against 
them; of his eélaborate tacions 
to the Department in order to balk 
the prosecutions, and to secure for the whisky 
thieves mere nominal penalties; and the largest 
share of the blackmail levied by the official Ring 
upon the Whisky Ring is traced to his posses- 
sion. 

Lo begin with, Maon’s bandiwork in suppress- 
ing the disclosures as to the operations of the 
Milwaukee Ring, which followed the seizure of 
the Madison distillery, pearly eighteen months 
since, is most conspicuous from his own official 
corresponcence. In that case, in which Sam 
Rindskopf was ultimately tried, convicted, and 
sentenced to the mere farcicai penalty of one 
days imprisonment and a fine of $5,000, 
Mann especially distinguished himself by active-

MUNN’S ST. LOUIS INDICTMENT. 
WHAT IS SAID ON BOTH SIDES. 

About the only matter of interest in the Fed- 
eral building yesterday was the indictment of D. 
W. Muon, who was of course well known to all 
the present officials by his former connection 
with them as Supervisor of Internal Revenue for 
this district. The general subject of the guilt 
or innocence of Muan formed the staple of the 
days conversation in all the offices, and the 
shades of opinion were as various as the speak. 
ers. It would be too much to say that the Gov- 
ernment officers, all and singular, believed inthe 
impocence of Munn; but the average opivion 
may,be set down as something like the followiog : 
„Wall, that’s rough on Muan isn’t it? seems as 
if they bad bim pretty tight, don’t it ?” 

The indictment against Col. Munn was sent in 
duplicate to District-Attoruey Ward, and arrived 
late Tuesday afternoon. It was of course ac- 
companied by 

A BENCH-WARRANT FOR MUNN'S ARREST, 
and the latter document was placed in the hands 
of a Deputy United States Marsbal for service. 
There seemed, however, no particular need for 
any extraordinary haste, inasmuch as the re- 
spondent had been for some days engaged in the 
érial of the Blake-Thompaon case before Judge 
Rogers in the Circuit Court.

Duriog the day a reporter sought to see the 
indictment in which Col. Muon’s name figures 
in the midst of legal phraseologies; aod, with- 
out copying the involved prosiocses, was sacis- 
tied to gleau thegfoliowing facts relative cw it: 

Tuat Cot. Muon is chaiged with preomely the 
same Offense as inpat to wur Col. J. A. Jovee 
pleaded guiicty at Jefferson. Mo., viz., neglecting 
to make reports or what he knew concerning the 
crooked doings of certain disiillers. The law 
makes such vegiect almost as much a crime as a 
participation io the frauds themselves. The 
facts on which the indictmeot were found have 
been subdstantiaily set forth in these columns 
heretofore ; and are that somebody kicked up a 
row about the Sagetown distallery, and the mat- 
ter was refer: ea to Supervisor Munn for a report. 
The Goverument expects to prove that Mund 
made an investigation, and fouod con- 
siderable crookedness, but that no report 
to that eliect was ever received fiom 
bim by the Departement at Washington. This is 
accounted for by the assertion. that, about the 
time the examination was goieg on, D. T. Liae- 
gar, a friend, partner, aud confidant of Munn, 
went to St. Louis and saw the parties in that 
city interested ia the suspected distillery, and 
they sa him,” whereupon be went back to 
Muan, and the report was made out to fit the 
case, The Government claims that it can ve 
that Linegar received money to suppress the ro- 
port, or alter it to suit the distillers’ purvocees; 
aud, further, that it can prove that Linegar 
passed over a fair sbare of ‘he‘spoil to Mano. 

This testimony was adduced before che Grand 
Jury in the District Court here not long ago, and 
the facis shown as here stated; but tae offense 
war ove so mixed as to the matter of jurisdic- 
won that it was deemed the better policy to allow 

the indictment to be brought where the offense 
was chiefly comitted. Ifthe mouey was tagen 
by Linegar, as ihe agent of Munn, in St. 
Louis, and was y him shared 
with Munn in that place, that would 
seem to bring the offense properly under the 
jurediction of the Missouri Court, eveo though 
the negiect to make the report was in Illmois. 
and in reference toa distillery in this State. 

A REPORTER CALLED ON COL. MUNN 

last evening at his residence, No. 458 West 
Adams street, and sought to acquire some in- 
formation about the case, and the charges made 
in the indictment. The a-temps was not overly 
successful, siuce the subject declined to be in- 
terviewed.

A few days avo there was published lu these 
colamns an interview with a detective whose 
plan of operations es then related was rather 
peculiar if not unlawful. The gentieman ip 
question was then stooping at the Tremont 
House, but for convincing reasons he appeared 
to have moved oo the same day the interview 
with him was published. Day by day a reporter 
sought him but found him not; and until one 
late day he was missing.

He has to 
gauge ail tue barreis before they can be dumped 
io. dou't he? And if he gauges them according 
to rule be will 

DELECT THE UNDERGAUGING 
of the distilier’s Gauger, wou't he ? 

D.—Tbis subject, my beloved brethren, as the 
preachers aay, separaces itself into two divisions, 
and we will consider them methodically until 
the bot rum is gone. First, the Goverumeut 
has prepaced a beautiful little manual for 
Gaugers, intended to drive that useful class of 
the community into several kinds of fits if they 
foliow it. There are tables, aod figures, and 
rules, and *‘ correction of volume no end; but 
the substantial fact remains toat if the best aud 
most hovest Gauger who woras for 86a day 
should gauge a batrel of hithwinesin tae die 
tillery one day, in the rectitier’s place another 
day, and iu tue cellar or the street n. 
he world get 6 differeut tesult each time. 
Especially would this be true if the weather 
changed, for the correction of volume and 
all the rest of it, though well gotten ub and 
finely printed, are vot perfect, and should not 
be claimed to beso. They will agree very close, 
but yet there will be a perceptible change 
every day. The change may de oaly 
a small one, but it will stul exist. In view of 
this fact, which [ doo't assume without good 
reason, I want toimpress on you that if the 
dis.iler’s Gauger be honest and gauge ten bar 
rels as square as a brick, aud theu the same ten 
barrels be ganged ten days a@rward by a 
rectiller's Gauger, also honest, there will be a 
slight discrepancy every time.

A PRACTICAL APPLICATION 
of this fact: The rectifier receives, I will say, 
fifty barrels from the distiller, and he wants to 
dump them for rectification, or compounding, 
or redistiliing, or some other cussedness, 
Well, the first thing he does is to 
get a dlank and set down on it 
the quantity io each barrel which be wants to 
dump. That, of course, is tasen off the stamps 
on the ba:reis; then there shoald be a recti- 
fier’s Gauger around, and he should regauge 
all the barre.s, aud set down what be finds m 
a parallel column. Then the Collector's office 
could, if they wanted to, compare the two, and 
if there was any very wide difference to a 
barrel, say like 3 or 4 gallons, then it 
would show pretty plain that the firs: 
gaugiog dy the distiver’s Ganger had 
been either careless or fraudulent. On 
the other band, if the barrels each 
and every one cvrresponded in the :ectifier’s 
column and the rectifier’s Gauger’s column, it 
would show a curiour coincideuce that experi- 
ence wouldn’t warrant correct.

He showed me his tezkereh for 
bis own and tbe adjoiniog villages, given and 
sealed by the Pasha ai Trebinje. It guaranteed 
them and their inhabitants protection and tran- 
quillitv, as obedient and orderiy sub and 
was written in Slav and Turkish. Hes that 
on the day of the fires of the murders the troops 
came towards wight from Trobinje, and as the 
people hed tbe protection nobody feared 
being molested, and all remained in their 
places. The Pasha came into the village at 
the head of the troops. and the Irregulars, im- 
mediately following, seed his brother, Jovitza 
Tomovies, aged 50, whom they killed, he himself 
and all the others eseaping as speedily as pos- 
sible. In this village they also ki led Pera 
Provigialo, aged 45; in Tulia they killed Mila 
Thies and Pero Kolak, aged respectively 40 and 
80; im Sakova, Vasil Popovies, aged 50; in 
Stuiza, Petar aged 70. At night the 
Pasha stopped in the house of Nicos 
Giacicsa, in Draceva, Giacics entertained the 
Pasha, and waited om bim at table; but next 
morning when they were leaving Giacics was 
killed, and they took his little child. which they 
examined to determme its sex, and finding that 
it was a girl they threw it aside. No woman was 
injured excepting the mother of the Archiman- 
drite Ducics, an influenwail Herzegovinian, now 
an exile. She, au old woman of about 80, threw 
herself on ber knees to the soldiers who 
came into the house not to harm ber, and they 
threw heron the fire, where she was so much 
burnt that she died several days afterwards. 

The assassios were all men of Trevinje, and 
they waited several days im the villages, as it 
was supposed, to killthe men who would come 
back to bury the dead; but after ten days one 
man aud two women came by night. and got the 
bodies, aed put them i crevices in the rocks, 
where they covered them up with stones. I aiso 
saw the man who as isted in this burying. 

As to the emigration, Lam informed by the 
Captain of the ict of Ragusa that it bas 
been increased by 5 000 as a consequence of the 
affair, 2.000 being at Slano in a most miserable 
state, aud another thousand im the villages ad- 
joiving, not including those mentioned in my 
former letter. Thev left everything behind 
them, and the houses were thoroughly p:liaged. 
To show that the affair was not a momevtary 
rage. they gutted the churches, seven ia num- 
ber, completely, demolishing everything suscep.

ATROCITIES OF THE NATIVE WARRtIonS. 
Lowpvok, Nov. 12.—To the Editor of he Lon- 
don Times: By the mail steamer Congo, which 
arrived at Liverpool from the West Coast of 
Africa yesterday, I have received from the Hon. 
W. F. Nelson, Mayor of Monrovia, a letter, from 
whioh I give you the followiog extracts, exem- 
plifying the atrocities of the war now being 


waged there: 

On Sunday, the 10th of October, the Government 
troope made another attack,and were defeated with 
the loss of twelve killed and fifty or more wounded; 
six cannon were captured, and five or six houses burnt. 
Many of the wounded were afterwards taken sand 
killed, their heads and right bands cut off to be dried 
and kept as mementoes of the battle; the rest or great- 
er portion of the bodies were eaten by the native 
warriors. For the sake of humanity, do try and 
assist us, The first cause of the war was, that the 
Liberian Government wanted to put down the semi- 
ala ve trade carried on by the Cape Palmas natives with 
the interior; three years ago Her Majesty's Govern- 
ment had to send gunboat Torch respecting the 
same thing. Cannot the ladies of England send 3 
little belp in the shape of medicines, bandages, and 
oid clothes ? fer many women and children are . 
most naked, having lost everything, and I fear starva- 
— will soon set m, as there is not much supply in

Having already sent you tidings of the misera- 
bie broil which was desolating the Repubtie of 
Liberia, I did not feel much inclined to trouble 
you again to-day with facts so repulsive as those 
which are contained in Mr. Neison’s letter, But 
I know the capabilities of Liberia. and I believe 
it to be the e mmencement of endless trouble to 
the progressive strides of civilization apd trade 
in Western Africa to allow this young and feeble 
State to be trampled under foot by an faian.- 
ated horde of savages. When we come to con- 
sider, also, that the cause of the quarrel is 
the effort made by Liberia to ex:inguish the 
last faint embers of slavery within its borders, 
no apology ought, in truth, to be exacted from 
me for invoking through you the sympathy of 
tho-e who have faith in the triumph of right 
over wrong, although the contest may be car- 
ried on in an obscure corner of the globe add as 
a distance from our own doors. Without further 
comment, therefore, I leave the extracts from 
Mr. Nelson's letter to speak for themselves, and 
to work out what good they may by the powerful 
aid almost certain to follow. publicity at your 
hands.

A PROMINENT RAILWAY ATTORNEY, 

who is well ac yumioted with everytuing pertain- 
ing to the Lake-Front from the time that Chica- 
go was first settied until the present time, gives 
the following information in regard to the 
property which is spoken of in the letter 
of. the Custodian. of United States Surveys 
at Springfiela: Tue first Government survey 
of the muin shore was made in 1821. The river 
at that time turned south just west of where 
the present Michigan Central freight depot is 
now located and ran out into the lake near Madi- 
son street. Between the river and the lake was 
a sand-bar, and the land occu ing that location 
is the property in question. E. B. Talcott 
surveyed this saod-bar in 1835 as & séparate 
tract, and put it on record.

The fact 
that the entrv of this survey had been rejected 
by the Governmént was not known to the Iilineis 
Central Ratiroad officiale until about a month 
ago, when, while searching the records at Wash- 
ington, they found that Talcott’s survey was 
rejected by the Surveyor-Generai of the United 
States for the reason given. This is the fact 
referred to by the Custodian of Field Surveys 
which he wants to have placed on record, as the 
matter will have a bearing on the surt between 
Drummond and the unos Central Railroad,

COMPTROLLER KNOX’S REPORT. 
The report of the Comptroller of the Cur- 


His report contains information 
which should be a sufficient warning against 
the proposed folly in certain quarters of re- 
calling the National Bank currency and sub- 
stituting therefor the irredeemable Federal 
scrip in spite of the solemn pledges of the 
Government that the currency shall never 
exceed $400,000,000, that it shall be redeem- 
ed at the earliest possible moment, and that 
such a change would run down its value in 
proportion to the increased issue and addi- 
tional difficulties of redemption. The differ- 
ence between the Government currency and 
the national currency is found in the afore- 


National Currency act the people lost, in the 
worthless bills of broken banks, an amount 
equal to the entire banking capital of the 
country. But, with the failure of thirty- 
eight National Banks from the passage of the 
law down to Oct. 1, 1875, having a capital of 
89,001,100 and a circulation amounting to 
$5,874,893, not one dollar has been lost by 
the people on the circulation. There 
is now a margin of 26 per cent 
over and above the outstanding eir- 
culation in the way of absolute security 
for its redemption. The comparison of losses 
on deposits is almost as favorable to the Na- 
tional Banks. The total amount of claims 
proved up against insolvent National Banks 
has been $14,672,106; of this amount 
$8,292,877 have already been paid, and it is 
estimated that the total loss to creditors of 
all kinds throughout the whole country will 
not exceed $3,985,000. At least 78 per cent 
of the liabilities of the insolvent National 
Banks and every dollar of the circulating 
medium will have been paid before the final 
settlement. Of the seven National Banks 
that have failed in New York City and Brook- 
lyn, itis believed that the loss will not ex- 
ceed 5 2-5 per cent of the claims against them. 
In twenty-two of the States and Territories, 
including all of the New England States ex- 
cept Connecticut, there have been no failures 
whatever. The mercantile failures since 1869 
are estimated at $809,460,000, while the fail- 
ure of twenty-two National Banks during 
the same period has resulted in liabilities of 
not more than $8,962,878, 73 per cent of 
which has been or will be paid. 


THE USELESS CITY MARSHALSHIP. 

As the proposition to appoint a City Mar- 
shall is still pending in the Common Council, 
and there is a possibility, notwithstanding 
assurances to the contrary, that this useless 
and absurd measure may yet be adopted for 
partisan if for no other purposes, Tue 
Trrsvunge would once more state the reasons 
why this superfluous office should not be 
filled : | 

1. It is filling the same place with two 
men, and it is hiring two men to do one 
man’s work. If there be any good reason 
why there should be a City Marshal anda 
Superintendent of Police, then for the same 
reason there might be two Mayors, two City 
Clerks, two Comptrollers, and two heads of 
the Fire Department. The duality in the 
latter case would be just as consistent as in 
the former. One argument that was made 
in favor of the new city charter was that it 
simplified departments and brought them un- 
der the control of one responsible head, and 
yet here is an effort made to establish two

The objection urged by the opponents of | 
the Nationa: Bank system, that these banks 
enjoy a great monopoly and exorbitant profit | 
from their privilege of issuing circulating | 
notes, is forcibly met by the fact that, since 


have voluntarily surrendered $35,000,000 of 
their circulation, and that forty-three banks, 
with an aggregate circulation of $5,000,000, 
have gone into voluntary liquidation chiefly 
on account of their notes of issue, which 
were found not to be profitable. If the Na- 
tional Banks enjoyed the huge monopoly and 
profit that have been urged against their 
privilege of issuing notes, the effect of the 
Free Banking act would have been just the 
reverse, and, instead of capital being with- 
drawn and circulating notes being retired, 
new capital would have been invested, new 
banks started, and millions of National 
Bank notes put upon the market for 
loan. The fact is that a given 
amount of capital can be loaned 
with greater profit in a private banking busi- 
ness than if converted into currency under 
the restrictions and costs of a National Bank 
organization. We will say that $500,000, 
loaned in a private banking business, will 
earn 10 per cent, or $50,000 a year. Take 
the same amount and invest it in National 
Bank notes, and we have: (1) The $500,000 | 
will bring only $430,000 of United States 5 
per cent bonds; (2) but 90 per cent of these 
bonds, deposited in the Government Treasury, 
may be issued in circulating notes, or $387,- 


cent shall be left on deposit in Washington 
for redemption purposes, and it is estimated 
that 5 per cent more is idle in the transition 
to and from Washington for purposes of re- 
demption and reissue, which deducts over 
$38,000 more; and leaves less than $350,000 
available for loanable purposes. A Western

According to this showing, the investment 
of $500,000 in National Bank notes would 
apparently yield $2,100 more profit a year 
than if that amount of capital were Joaned 
directly in a private banking business. But 
this apparent advantage is considerably over- 
balanced by the other restrictions of the 
National Bank system. For one thing, the 
National Banks must keep on hand 25 per

As the duties are precisely the same, 
and as what one does the other can veto and 
would veto, especially if the new comer 
should happen to be ignorant of police busi- 
ness, there would be in reality no head to the 
police force at all. At present, Supt. Hicrzy 
is probably doing as well as he can, so far as 
he is. allowed by the authorities over him.

In case, however, of the appointment 
of a City Marshal, who could do nothing but

3. Ifa City Marshal shall be appointed, 
there can be no responsibility in the Police 
Department. The City Marshal will shove 
responsibilities upon the Superintendent, and 
the Superintendent in turn will shove them 
back upon the City Marshal, and, if they are 
so disposed, both of them can shove them 
upon the Mayor, and the Mayor upon them 
in turn, and thus ‘ho one will be really respon- 
sible, Worse than all, it makes the Mayor 
virtually absolute in police power. He can 
do what he pleases without any responsibility. 
When it is remembered what Mr. Convi has 
done under a limited responsibility, the 
Council should be slow in bringing about a 
condition of things that would leave him 
without any responsibility at all. 

4. If a City Marshal be appointed, he must 
work for nothing, and there is no way of pay- 
ing the debt, as no appropriation has been 
made for the expense of this office. As an 
Alderman remarked: ‘‘ What is the use of 
hiring a man to work for the city and then 
not paying him?” 

These are some of the reasons why the of. 
fice of City Marshal should not be filled. 
There are equally forcible reasons why Mr. 
Goope.LL, the present candidate for the of- 
fice, should not be appointed. Mr. Goopg.. 
is an amiable, genial, and social gentleman. 
This, however, is not a qualification for the 
office. He is a rock-rooted, hide-bound 
Bourbon partisan. If the Democratic party 
want to place a man in this office who will 
manipulate the police force and use it for 
partisan purposes, so as to carry 
the election next spring in the in- 
terests of the Opposition, even though he 
has to do the work gratuitously, we can see 
why they want Mr. Gooprrt in the office; 
but the public will not look upon this as a 
qualification for the office, and Mr. Goopgrz 
will only waste his time.

When Englishmen first seized India, there 
was no pretense of care for the natives. A 
feverish greed for gold was the sole recog- 
nized motive, and the nabob soon became a 
feature of British society. The idea of any 
duty of the rulers towards the ruled was very 
dim, indeed, up to the time when England 
supplanted the East India Company in the 
control of the affairs of Hindostan. It can 
scarcely be said to possess remarkable vitality 
even now. But it has an undeniable exist- 
ence, English M. P.’s are quick to resent 
Fawcerrr’s attacks upon the administration of 
Asian affairs, and the English press publishes

fur greater degree of freedom than they ever 
had before, has taught them to spy out de- 
fects and remedy them, has given them 
models of energetic and capable action, has 
awakened the native mind from its whilom 
apathy to social and political aspirations. 
This is doubtless true. A race that can sur- 
vive the contact of civilization always profits 
by it. Now thatthe English are really be- 
ginniag to see that they have some duties to- 
wards their Indian subjects, the latter can 
safely entertain rather bright hopes for the 
future. 


THE INDIAN QUESTION: 

A flood of light has been thrown upon the 
Indian question in the recent reports of Su- 
perintendents, of the Indian Commissioner, 
and of the Black Hills Commissioners, but 
the most pertinent suggestions have come 
from the army officers, especially from Gené. 
Sunna and Porn. Gen. Sunna in his 
annual report briefly but very practically 
criticises the present Indian policy. He is of 
opinion that it would have been better if the 
Indians had always been considered a part of 
the population of the United States, and 
argues that when forced upon reservations 
they should have been subjected to special 
government until they were fitted to obey the 
ordinary laws of the country; and that the 
present system of Indian civilization has not 
met with a success commensurate with the 
expense and bloodshed that have attended it. 
His system for civilization is to transfer 
the Indian Bureau to the army, and 
have its administration governed and 
controlled in responsibility of accounts 
with our’ present system.” He adds: 
The Indians will thus be humanely and 
honestly dealt with, and I believe if this had 
always been the case there would have been 
but few of the troubles and bloody records 
which have characterized the civilization of 
the Indians in the many years gone by.” 
Gen. Pops, in his report, takes substantially 
the same view as Gen. Senay, and ex- 
presses his belief that the Indian reservations 
should be under military rule. He says: 

I desire to say with all emphasis, what every army 
officer on the frontier will corroborate, that there is no 
class of men in this country who are s@ disinclined to 
war with the Indians as the army stationea among 
them, The army has nothing to gain by a war with 
the Indians, On the contrary, it has everything to 
lose, In such a war it suffers all the hardehips ana 
privations, and, exposed as it is to the charge of assas- 
sination if Indians are Killed, to the charge of ineffi- 
clency if they are not, to misrepresentation by the 
Agents who fatten on the plunder of the Indians, and 
misunderstood by worthy people at a distance who are 
deceived by these very Agents and their following, the 
soldier bas little to expect from public feeling. Never- 
theless, he is so placed under the present arrange- 
ments and orders that he has no power whatever on 
the Indian reservations to redress or prevent wrongs 
which drive Indians to war. 

Gen. Schorr indorses both Gens. Porr 
and SHERmaN, and thus defines military 
management: 

Military management means simply more economic- 
al, just, uniform, and consistent execution of the Ex- 
ecutive will, It means permanence in the mode of 
dealing with the Indians through the agency of life- 
tenure officers, who have spent most of their active 
lives among the Indiaus, who know their character and 
wants, and who have every possibile motive for dealing 
with them wisely and justly. It means te do away 
with the constant fluctuations of policy, the continual 
disturbances of pre-existing arrangements, and fre- 
quent disregard of treaties or promises which have 
led the In ies to an almost total disbelief in the 
faith of the Government. Military management 
means peace and security, giving even a greater oppor- 
tunity for the labors of Christian missionarics to civil- 
ize and instruct the savage tribes, 

It adds force to the direct recommendations 
of these distinguished army officers that the 
President himself coincides with them, and 
has more than once expressed himself to that 
effect, and that the people themselves favor 
the army administration of Indian civiliza- 
tion. The present plan has been tried for 
years, and has not only signally failed, but 
is continually growing worse and worse. 
There is no way of reforming it or making it 
better. The Indians and the Agents are too 
far removed from the public gaze. Their 
transactions are too remote. There is no 
possibility of discovering the frauds and cor- 
ruptions of Agents. These frauds throw the 
operations of the Whisky Rings into the 
shade, because they can be carried on with vir- 
tual impunity, and the army itself can be 
employed at any time to hunt down 
and wipe out the Indians if they oppose 
them. These Agents do not go out there 
from a sense of duty or for the sake of the 
small salaries. They go there to make 
money, and the only way they can make 
money is by swindling the Indians. The 
Quakers themselves have shown their impo- 
tency to counteract the infamous work of 
the Indian rings. There is no remedy ex- 
cept to take the Indian Bureau out of the 
civil list and place it once more under mili- 
tary control. Such a change will not only 
promote economy, honest expenditures, and 
regard for treaties, but it will also guarantee 
peace and security to the frontier settlers, 
save the expenses of Indian wars, Relp on 
the civilization of the Indian, and tend to 
develop more rapidly the settlement of the 


Great West.

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MR, BLAINE’S PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL 
AMENDMENT. 

Mr. Buaryz’s proposition is that the agita- 
tion of the public-school controversy, which 
is growing wider and more dangerous con- 
stantly, shall be finally set at rest by the 
aduption of the following amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States: 

No State shall make any law respecting an estab- 
lishment of religion or prohibiting the free exercise 
thereof; and no money raised by taxation in any 
State for the support of public schools, or derived 
from any public fund thereof, shall ever be under the 
contro] of any religious sect, nor shail any money so 
raised ever be divided between religious sects or de 
nominations. 

The proposal is timely, and eve are entirely 
willing that the Democratic party shall gain 
the credit of fathering it, if the coming Con- 
gress will vote to submit it to the States for 
ratification. If the Democratic party at large 
is not sufficiently in harmony with the doc- 
trine to sustain such an action on the part of 
its Congress, the Republican party will see to 
it that the amendment is ratified. But the 
dangers that are threatened by the contro- 
versy are so imminent and serious that we are 
willing to forego any partisan advantage that 
might be gained, in order to insure the com- 
plete preservation of one of the most vital 
principles of popular government. 

Mr. Bram, in his letter setting forth this 
proposition, does not claim any originality of 
purpose, but is at pains to point out that it 
but supplements and realizes the inten- 
tion of Mapzson and Jzrrzrson, who pro- 
cured in 1789 the first amendment to the 
Constitution of the United States, which de- 
clares that Congress shall make no law re- 
specting an establishment of religion, nor 
prohibiting the free exercise thereof.”

avail itself of a portion of them in order to 
teach Romanism. Some of the States have 
partially protected themselves against this 
sectarian danger by making religious freedom 
a part of their organic law, but they are sub- 
ject to such partisan movements as may lead 
to changes in their Constitutions. 

Religious strife introduced into polities is 
an element which a popular form of govern- 
ment cannot sustain without great damage 
thereto. It is the duty of every good citizen 
to contribute to any movement that may 
render it impossible. It is more likely to be 
born of the public-school controversy than 
any other, and it is well therefore that the 
public schools should be singled out in any 
constitutional amendment that may be sug- 
gested. The form and substance of Mr. 
Blamm's proposition seem to be compre- 
hensive and satisfactory. Its terms do not re- 
quire the State to modify their publicschool 
systems, nor make them copform to any 
stated model; it simply forbids the introduc- 
tion of sectarian controversy of every nature 
by providing that no part of the public funds 
for school purposes shall be used for sectarian 
purposes or divided among religious sects. 
The issue is now before the country. There 
is no question about that. It is better that it 
should not be a party issue, and the Demo- 
cratic Congress shortly to convene can keep 
it out of polities by adopting and acting 
upon the suggestion which Mr. Bram has 
made. If the Democratic Congress, with the 
full nature of the controversy confronting it, 
fails to show a suffleient patriotism to pro- 
pose an amendment making a final disposi- 
tion of the danger, then -the Republican 
party will no longer hesitate to add this to 
the other boons it has conferred upon the 
American people, and it will be a conspicuous 
issue of the Presidential campaign of next 
year. 


INSURING FARM PROPERTY. 

The insurance companies of New York 
have recently raised the rates of insurance on 
farm property. Among the reasons given 
for this course some that it is not pleas- 
ant to be told abo The report of the State 
Farm Board of Fire Insurance, at a meeting 
lately held at Utica, N. Y., says that these 
reasons are the alarming increase of tramps, 
the use of inflammable and explosive oils, 
great depreciation of property, and a prevail- 
ing and increasing laxity of morals.” The 
Board thought the first of these reasons had 
a more immediate effect than the others.” 
The last one enumerated, if true, furnishes 
a sad commentary on the decay of the old. 
time, robust virtues of the yeomanry. It is 
a familiar fact that in hard times losses by 
fire greatly increase in cities, and insurance 
men always expect a large part of the losses 
of a crisis is certain to be thrown on their 
shoulders by incendiary bankrupta. It is 
startling to hear that bacolic integrity yields 
to the same terrible temptation. This 
growing disregard for honesty shows 
that country clergymen ought to re- 
double their evangelizing efforts, and that, 
pending the reclamation of their flocks, the 
insurance companies should protect them- 
selves by raising their rates. The latter 
covree was that taken by the New York 
Board.

The question of rates 
concerns Only] citizens of New York State, 
but the reasons on which the increase of 
rates has been based concern a wider circle. 
The statement of these reasons, unsupported 
by the facts, reads almost like a libel on what 
has always been supposed to be the most 
honest and least vicious part of our population. 
The Board directed its Secretary to obtain all 
the facts connected with insurance losses on 
farms during last year. When these are 
compiled, let them be published for the edifi- 
cation of the public.

POS T-OFFICE DEPARTMENT. 
ANNUAL REPORT. 


Wasnineoror, D. C., Dec. 1.—-The Postmaster- 
General's annual report shows the receipts of 
the Department to be $27,441,360, and expendi- 
tures $33,611,309. The receipts exceed those of 
1874 113-100 per cent. and the expenditures 4 
62-100. The actual amount drawn from the 
Treasury was $4,716,329. or $548,606 lees than 
the previous year. The recorded compleints of 
missing letters number 5,645, of which 2,677 
were registered letters containing bonds, drafts, 
Ste., amounting to $76,216, while the unregis- 
tered letters contained valuables amounting to 
$75,997. Of the former, 1,083 were satisfactori-

OCEAN MA. 

The fact that but one American steamship 
line carries mails across the Atlantic, and none 
to South America, is regarded as humiliating to 
American pride. Mr. Jewell thinks as matter 
of national pride, as an aid tu the revival of 
American commerce, and as a means of sup- 
plying an efficient steam marine service for 
immediate use by the Government in case of 
war, provision should be made for the trans- 
portation of our mails on important ocean 
routes in steamships officered and manned by 
our own citizens and sailing under our own flag. 
A moderate compensation in excess of the post- 
ages pow allowed would enable the establish- 
ment and maiptenance of American lines to 
Europe and Sonth America, and a moderate mail 
compensation for a line to Japan and China will 
doubtiess continue the mail service to those 
countries in American sbips after the 
termination of the existing subetdy, the 
contract for which will expire on the 3ist 
of December, 1876. I think it safe to say that 
the sum of $500,000 per i: unum now granted as 
a subsidy to the Japan and China line for a single 
monthly service on that route would, in addition 
to postages on mails, be quite sufficient, jadi- 
ciously apportioned between the respective 
routes, to maintain an efficient mail service by 
mail steamers sailing under our flag on all the 
important ocean routes » hich should be occupied 
by lines of American steamers. 

STRAW-PLDDING.

PRINTED MATTER. 

A to the transient printed matter, the Post- 
master-General says: “I recommend that the 
postage on transient newspapers and periodicals, 
books, printed matter of al! sorts, hthographs 
and maps, sheet-music, photographs, aud man- 
uscripis designed for publication, shall be re- 
duced to 1 cent for each 2 oancee or fraction 
thereof, which was the rate before the evactment 
of the law advanciug it during the closing hous 
of the last Congress.”

Under the old law there 
was no check to insure collections at the office 
of destination, and the consequence was much 
matter went unpaid, and it is a satisfaction that 
under the present more equitable mode univer- 
sal collecous have made up for the reductions 
in rates.

Eleven Lives Lost by the Sinking 
of a Steamer on the 
Hudson. 


Disastrous Collision on the New York 
Central Near Buffalo. 


The Propeller Sheridan Burned and Sunk 
on Lake Erie, 


COLLISION ON THE NEW YORK CENTRAL. 

Burrawo, N. I., Dec. 1.—The Atiantic Express 
for the East, which left bere at 1:80 p. m., and 
was detained thirty-two minutes at East Buffa'o 
Station, awaiting the Lake Shore traio from the 
West, collided at the Batavia Station crossing, 
about 4 miles from the city, withan eastern- 


; bound freight-train, just drawn out from a side- 


track, it having been signaled by the flagman, 
Brennan, to come on, throwing the smoking-car 
aod first and second coaches, well filled with 
passengers, from the tracs, aud capsizing them. 
The passenger engine, tender, and two baggage- 
care, craebed through the fourth car of the 
freight-train, lifted it from its trucks, and pre- 
cipitated it on the flagman’s shanty, crushed 
bim underneath. The seene at the wreck was 
| indescribable. H. I. Wood, jeweler, Lima, N. 
Y., formerly of Canton, III., was badiy crushed 
and almost instantly killed. J. Doty Collias,sof 
Erie County. nad his left leg taken off near fhe 
thigh, and was injured internally while attempt- 
ing to jump through a window of the first pas- 
seuger coach. He cannot live. Mre, Catherine 
Wiison, widow, of Fond du Lac, was badly cut 
about the head and otherwise injured ; consid- 
ered very dangerously hurt. Many others were 
more or less cut aud bruised, but none seriously. 
The engineer of the passevger train stuck to bis 
post, the fireman jumping to the ground and re- 
ceiving an ugly cutin the head. The fast mai! 
train, which was due at the time, was delayed 
two hours. The engineer only succeeded in 


stopping his train within 16 feet of the wreck, 
which was piled upon his . The dead and 
wounded were brought to the city and cared for. 


STFAMBOAT DISASTER. 

Hype Pank, N. I., Dec. 1.—Capt. Wolcott, of 
the steamer Sunnyside, from Albany, reports 
chat his vessel was cut in two by the ice at 2 
o’clack this morning.

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RAILROAD NEWS. 


RATES TO THE MISSOURI RIVER. 

Abo ut a week ago the various roads leading 
to M»wouri River points beld a meeting in this 
city and established winter rates to Atchison, 
Kansas City, Leavenworth, and St. Joseph, on 
which th® rates to other Western points are 
based. A considerable increase was decaded 
upon, and the reporters were informed that ev- 
erythiag was lovely and peaceful at the meet- 
ing, and all the roads had adopted the new tar- 
iff. It, howewer, turns out pow that it was any- 
thing but hinrmonious,—in fact, it was a ve 
stormy one. “he Chicago 4 Alton 
made quite an earnest fight against ao 
merease, claiming that it was a dis- 
crimination against the Chicago wmer- 
chants, and im favor of the East. It was 
the intention of the meeting to meke the rates 
about 10 cents higher than those adopted, and 
only on account of the opp sition of the Chi- 
ego 4 Aiton was che lower tariff agreed to. 
The Chicago & Alton Railroad, however, is Still 
complaining that the present tariff is too high. 
and is driving busivess from this city. It is 
claimed that it is as cheap to ship goods to Mis- 
sour: River points from New York as it is from 
Chicago, aod therefore m¢erchavts prefer to go 
to the former city to buy their stocks. The Chi- 
cago & Altou Rail:oad is almost entirely depend- 
ing on the local trade, while mosi of the o:her 
roads do a through business and share 
the rates with the New York Uses. 
Efforts have been made to induce 
the Bt. Louis, Kansas City & Northern Railroad, 
which the Chicago & Alton has to use to reach 
the Missouri River points, to refuse to let the lat- 
ter road ship goods over its line at cut rates. 
This road, however, is aware of the fact that it 
canovt do very well witaout the patronage of the 
Chicago 4 Alton, and hence it allows road 
to do as it pleases. Unless measures are soon 
taken by which the rates from New York to Mis- 
souri River points are raised to conform with 
those from Chicago, there is very little doubt 
that the Chicago & Alton will force the rates 
from this city to be reduced. 


THE CHICAGO, MILLINGTON & WESTERN. 

The officers and Directors of the Chicago, Mil- 
lington & Western Narrow-Gauge Railroad hela 
a consultation with Col. John E. Gowen, of New 
York, who has contracted to build the first 100 
miles of the new road, last evening at the Tre- 
mont House. Besides Gen. Gowen, there were 
present Mr. J. W. Eddy, Vice-President and 
General Manager of the new line; W. H. Petti- 
bone, Genera! Suyerintenadent; E. 8. Sasterlee, 
Aurora; 8. M. Rowe, Sheridan; the Hon, Peter 
Melendy, Iowa; Edwin Ames, Aurora; and 
several others. The question to be decided by 
the meeting was how much of the road shoud 
be built this winter. No coaciusion was reached, 
and another meeting will be held to-day. 

Gen. Gowen is an experieuced raiiroad-build- 
er, and he will undoubtedly bald the road ina 
good and substantial manner. He agrees to fin- 
ish the line from ite present terminus, 2 little 
beyond the Desplaines River, to Princeton, a dis- 
tance of 100 miles, by the Ast of September. It 
is the intention of the officers of the road to run 
trains over the completed portion of the road in 
a few months. The projectors of thie new line 
are very enthusiasiic about ite prospects, and 
beleve that its completion will inaugurate a new 
era iv railroads. ‘here can be no doubt that 
this road will prove of great valae to the com- 
meice of Chicago, as it turns the various nar- 
row-gauge roads in Iowa this way by giving 
them @ connection with this city. 


MICHIGAN CENTRAL AFFAI9S. 

New Tonk, Dec. 1.—A Boston 
that the mornivg papers contain a voluminous 
review of the Michigan Central Railroad's affairs 
for the past five years: In May, 1871, the 
Company, with a floating debt and liabilities 
amounting to $22,900,000, were making an anuual 
dividend of 10 per cent, when they were not 
fairly earning over 6 per cent, and the stock was 
regarded as a first-class investment a: $118 per 
ehare. Now, after an interval vf four years, we 
find them with the floating debt increased to 
$770,000, and the aggregate capital and funded 
debt liability increased to $39,436,000.

Present and Past Troub es in the vi- 
cinity of Cimmaron, New 
Mexico 


Crime and Politics Intermingled to More 
than the Usual Degree.

NEW MEXICAN TR .

Present month some terribie tragedies have been 
enacted in New Mexico, which, if they continue, 
as seems likely, will have the effect of throwing 
mor e hgbt upon political management and crime 
in the Territory.

' OBITUARY. 
THE HON. BENJAMIN P. AVERY, MINISTER re 
CHIN 4, 


New York, Dec. 1.—News was received vester 
day in Washington of the death, in China, of 
the Hon, Benjamin P. Avery, the American Min- 
ister to that country, who was appointed about 
two years ago to succeed Minister Low.

FINANCIAL, 


The ueval bustle of settlement day was observabie 
in the business of the banks, The counter transac- 
tions were heavy, and a large amount of obligations 
were transferred from ome account toanotber. The 
real demand for loans remained unchanged under- 
neath all this activity, and the general situation re- 
mains one of considerable ease. A good proportion 
of the accommodations sought are wanted in the 
country in the bog and cattle districts, The amount 
of commercial paper m circulation is not large, and 
the operations of lenders are mainly in miscel- 
laneous paper of ali kinds. The quality of most that is 
offered is good, but there can hardly be said to be 
enough to give a. very strong tone to the loan market. 


There is no pefvcertible weakening in rates, and the Bete 


vurplus does not appear to be very troublesome, but 
it is evident that our moneyed institutions could with 
facility advance funds fora much more active busi- 
ness than now aaks their aid, 

Rates of discount at the banks are 8@10 per cent to 
regular customers. Independent borrowers obtain 
concessions of 2 or 3 per cent on these rates. 

On the street good paper is in active request. Rates 
are 618 per cent. 

New York exchange was weaker, und sold between 
banks at 75c discount per $1,000.

REDUCING INTEREST ON DEPOSITS. 

An admirable reform u under way in Great Britain. 
Two leading banking-houses in London have reduced 
the rate of interest paid on dep on demand, one 
making the reduction from 3 to 2s and the other to 
2% per cent. The example, we understand, says the 
London News, ia likely to be followed in a day or two 
by other houses, the only cause of delay being un ex- 
pectation that the bank-rate may be reduced on Thurs- 
day. The joint-stock banks have also still before them 
proposals to reduce their allowances for deposits, of 
which more will probably be heard should there be no 
immediate reduction of the bank-rate,

At the building 
he has 100 men engaged in ubting stone (clean- 
ing them with pumice-stove and water), set- 
tui them, la ing the brick backing, and in the

The Clark street front, which was up only to 
ths ievel of the top of the basemens when Mr. 
Burling took charge, is now being pushed rapid- 
ly forward, and five piers are oeiug woraed on.

The Dearborn street front is elvo receiving much 
atlewiion, and the stone are being put in pos 
tion a6 fast as posmviec. 

At the I'welf.h street yards 250 stone-cutters 
are at work under the supervision of Mr. M. I.

torial ready for setiing at a very rapid rate. As 
tust as the stone can be used they are brought 
down on trucks, and at once put io place, this 
wock making matters very busy. 

Mr. Burling has aiso pus up a coosiderable 
struciure inside the building proper, to be used 
tor the storage of rigging, tools, etc. He bas 
also rebuilt the eugine-nouses so as to make 
them fit for winter » ora. 

The process of setting stone and backing with 
brick will be coutinued all winter whxnever the 
weather allows, aod there is good rea- 
son to erxpean tha a large fro- 
portion of the time can bp utilized. There will 
be uo diflicu:ty in going witb the worn when- 
ever the thermometer is at 20 degrees above 
zero, and n a mid winter there will oe many 
such days.
